Moscow has been yelling long and loud 
about the Terrible Turks and “warm onger­ 
ing” Uncle Sam preparing to Launch an a t­ 
tack on poor Syria.

tory. The Soviet leaders are talking b e l-;

But the precarious peace is likely to be 
kept unless M oscow surrenders to m a d -1 
ness.

The battleground of this period 
in the war between the Soviet 
Universal Stat# and the NATO 
group of nations is called the 
Middle Ka vt, an area which is 
described definitely rn the Im­ 
migration and Nationality Act of 
3957 as follows; 
“ For the purposes of this sec­ 
tion. the term ’general area of 
the Middle E ast' means the area 
bet ween and including (Ii Libya 
on the west, (2) Turkey on the 
north, (3> Pakistan em the east, 
and (41 Saudi Arabia and Ethi 
ch sa em the south.” 
This is very broad and un 
geographical but it serves to fo­ 
cus attention on the effort of So­ 
viet Russia to surround, to iso­ 
late. and eventually to overcome 
Turkey, our best

only true ally in that part of the 
world. The Turkish government 
has given circulation to a map 
showing the situation of Turkey 
in 1941.
